A PITCHED BATTLE

Between Desperadoes and Citizens
Results in Killing Two Men,

MEMBERS OF A LAWLESS GANG.

The Trouble of leng Standingz, and the
Crime is Only One of Many

OF WRICH THE OTTLAWS ARE GUILTY.

Mare Fighting Fipected in the Tarbalent West
Virginia Distriet.

Inacombat in Logan county, W. Va,,
Saturday, two desperadoes were killed and
another badly wounded. The gang is said to
have been notorious for its lawless acts {or
15 years.

IEPFECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIRFATOW.
CATLETTSBURG, K¥., April 20.—News
was received here this morning of a combat
in Logan county, W. Va., in which two
desperadoes were killed and a third des-

perately wounded, For the past 15
years the Baisden pganz has been
terrorizing the law abiding citizens

of Pike, Boyd and Martin counties, Ky.,
and Logan connty, W. Va., and the ex-
treme western counties of Virginia, Re-
wards amounting to over $6,000 have been
set upon the heads of John Smith and Will-
iam Baisden, yet the reward was notsuf-
ficient to tempt the bravest officers to at-
tempt their capture, so desperate were the
men known to be.

The trouble which led to the present kill-
ing ocenrred some ten years ago, when John
Baisden was run out of the town of War-
field by Jim Brewer. Baisden flad with
only his night clothes on, and when there
was & heavy fall of snow on the ground.
From that time Baisden has been the sworn
enemy of Brewer. a

A HOT BATTLE.

On Saturday last John Baisden, with his
brothers, Bmith and William Baisden,
maae a raid upon the home of Brewer, which is
an Marrowbone creek, in Logan county, W,
Va. Brewer was notified before the outlaws
arrived. While hunting for the brothers and &

Deputy Sherifl, the isdens arrived and
opened fire on his home, riddling it with bul-

lets. Finding that their assauit had avalled
them mnothing they left ouly to run
into an  ambuscads formed by the

Brewer crowd., The ambuscade occurred near
the residence of Dr, Haisaen, & brother of the
desperadoes, on Pigeon creek, about 80 miles
from here. In the fight two horses belooging
to Dr. Baisden were killed. Between 30 and
100 shots were fired.

When the smolte of the battle cleared away
John and Smith Baisden were found stretehe
upon the ground, cold in death, and Willlam
murtally wounded. He was taken to Logan
Counrt House and Eiacﬂd in fail. Noneof the
Brewer party was hart.

The Baisden gang have for two years been
ontlaws, The Mrst shooting dopns by John
Baisden was in Pike county, some 15 venrs ago,
when he puta bullet through the face of Tom
ﬁﬂhli now of Cincinoati, It nearly cost Cecil

NOT THEIR FIRST TROUBLE.

Eeven or eight years ago a ficht ocourrad be-
tween the Baisden and the Hatfield erowd, in
which John Baisden fired a Winchester ball
throngh the abdomen of the notorious Captain
tiatfield and another through the neck of
John B, Haifield. Both recovered from
their terrible wounds. This fight occurrad
on Lick Creek, aboat five miles from Syveamore
Tostofice, W, Va. Two vears alierward John

en was captured by the Haiflelds, Plead-
ing was all that saved his life. Dr. Harry
Balsden, near whose house the Iast fight oe-
curred, killed a boy named Dowling several
years ago, near Pigeon ocreek. Ho was the
only one of the entire gang who ever suffercd
for their crimes. The penitentiary cauglit him
for ten years.

The last killlng the HBalsdens are known to
have been encaged in was a murder most foul.
In February last, near Grundy, W. Va., an old
:entlemlzgtnben Urange, the object
of their like, and ona day, while seated
at the dinner table with his family. John Smith
and Williaw Baisden shot him throngh the
window. After he had fallen they emptied the
contents of their guns iato Lis dead body.

OZARK, ALA., April 20.—The upper portion
of Geneva county was visited by a tormado
late this afternoon. A black fannel-shaped
cloud was seen coming from the southwest, and
getting lower and lower as it ad.

A WIISTLING WELL

Which Indicates Appronching Storma by
Ch ing Its Tuneful Tones,
FEPFCIAL TELEURANM TO THE DIAPATCN .1

JAMESTOWN, PA., April 20.—In the town of
Great Valley, 1n Cattaraugus counnty, thers is
an Interesting curiosity known locally as the
“whistling well,” located on the' farm of
Colonel Weston Flint. About 45 years ago the
well was dag by the Colonel's father to the
depth of 45 feet, but no water accnmulated, and
the well was put dvwn as a flat failure. A
strong current of air was noticed rushing nto
the well at thwes, and at other times rushing
out ol it.

A flat stone with a 13{-inch hole was fitted
over the hole and a whistle placed in it, which
changsd its tune as the air was drawn up or
down. This whistle proved a reilable weather
barometer. In settled weather the wiistle was
rilent, but an arpraaching storin was heralded
by a warning shriek of the whistle, as the air
rushed out of the well, but as clear weather ap-

roached the eurrent of alr changed and was

wn into the well, and the faithful whistle
changed and told its story by 1ts changed tone.
Tue whistle has long sinee been worn ount, but
the well continues to tell the changes in the
weather. In rainy weather the well furces up
astream of gpray.

Death of Joe Lamon, a Noted Pioneer
and Indian Slayer, Who

TOOK AN OATH OF VEKGEANCE

By the Corpses of Hizs Wife and Daughter,
Murdered by the Reds.

THE LAST OF THE MURDEROUS BAND

Pell by Mis Merclless Hand at the Close of a Bloody
Batltle,

Joe Lamon, who just died in New Mex-
ico, took a fearful vow, which he fully re-
deemed., His family was murdered by an
Indian band, and he swore that he would
never rest while one of the party was alive.
This promise was kept to the letter,

DEXVER, April 20.—An old man, whose
hair had been whitened with the snows of
nearly 80 winters, died recently near Santa
Fe, N. M. Ths man was Joe Lamon, one
of the early pi of Colorado, and who
enjoyed the distinction of having Kkilled the
last Indian in the great Land Creek battle,
in Southeastern Colorado, in 1864, when 400
or 500 Arapahoes and Apaches were killed
by the Colorado troops.

Many old-timers in the West will recall
Lawmon.

Just before the war he removed from
Illinois and settled down in the Arkansas
valley.

He bad a large family snd they took up
severel claims adjacent to the homestead.
In those days but little attention was paid
to farming, as catile raising was then very
profitable. When the baud of Indians went
on'the warpath they terrorized the settlers
along the Platte and Arkansas rivers for
months, and finally 1n the fall they began
their fiendish massacre,

A TRAIL OF BLOOD.

They would sweep down on the settlements,
murder all the inhabitants, whose secalps dan-
gled at the Lelts of some of the reds wheu they
left the scene of their butchery, after burning
all their houses and barns. The horrible depre-
dations were continued for months, and huo-
dgeds of whites were cruelly murdered. The
savages managed to outwit the troops all
thro the year, and, as winter approached,
they became sudidenly very peaceable and
started for Fort Lyons, intendiog to gointo
winter quarters near that piace,

Thelr profiers for peace were made for no
other purpo«e¢ than to secure blankets and pro-
visions from the fort. Helore they reached
their destination Colonel Chivington, who was
in commmand of tho Colorado troops, learned of
the whereabonts of the Wlood-thirsty band. In
12 hours the First and Second Hegiments were
in the saddle, and several hundred men, under
a brave leader, all armed 1o the testh were
soon on their way to the Arkansas Valley to
avenge the wholesale slangbter of the whites,

Chivington knew every foot of count
where The depredations had been committed,
amd knew the course the Indians would follow
on their march. In order to Intercept them he
took the troaps across the divide and headed
right tor that section of econutry in which the
town of Chivington Is now located. The troops
marched day amwd nizhe, the settlers along the
trail furnishing them with {resh herses and
provisions,

PURSUERS AND PURSUED.

The wily redskins had learned by some means
that they were being pursued, and kept scouts
in the rear on the trall in order to warn them
of the approach of ihe soldiers, hoping to
reach Fore Lyons before being overtaken, and
onre there they would make o treaty of peace.
Four once the red butchers were canght in their
own trap. Uolonel Chivington made no ut-
tempt to follow the truil of 1be Indians, but
cut direezly moross the valley, and consequenily
while the scouts were keeping a sharp lvokout
tlhm }ronm swept down to Laird creek, where
the it wers 2.

The Indians were discoverad just after night-
fall on n clear winter evening, and preparations
were at once made for the battle. The Indians
weunt through their usnal war dance, as they
had muardered two families justa faw days Le-
fore, and the fresh scalps of their victims hung
befora the te of one of the cuiefs. The
wretches hittie drenmed that the troops were
intently watching their performance, and be-
fore another sun srese they would be sent
to the hnpf‘y hunting grounds,

Une of the families that had last been butch-
ered was that of Joe Lamon, and he had joined
the troops only the day before the battle, swenr-
ing he would never rest until the last Indlan
was dead. Lamon kept his word.

A DEATH TRAP.

The Indians could not have selected a more
propitious spot for camping, so far as the
soldiers were concerned. Their tepees wers
pitched in a basin in the bed of the ereek and
on all sides of them were high banks, Just be-
fore dayhight the soldicrs surronnded the camp
and guietly walted. Just asdawn was break-
ine and the Indians he;inu to stir about, the
eritienl moment had arrived. They had given
no warning to the setilers and shown no mercy,
and why should the saldiers give thew the
sliglitest advaniage?

At a signal frowm Colonel Chivington hun-
dreds of muskets belched forth a volley af
leaden missiles richt into the tepees of the
Indians, Tho frightened savages who were
not killed by the first fire endeavored to
